1. Claims 1, 3, 6 - 8, 15, 25, 33 - 36 are allowed.

Applicants have cancelled rejected claims 2, 4, 5, 9 - 14, 16 - 24 and 26 - 32. 

Applicants' amendments to the claims overcome the rejection using the prior arts of Levi 
et al. (US PN. 7,376,144), Davis et al. (PN. 5,459,600), Renucci et al. (US PN. 6,996,134) and 
Aliahmand et al. (US PN. 6,479,978). 

Examiner believes that the record of the prosecution as a whole does make clear the 
reasons for allowing claims 1, 3, 6 - 8, 15, 25 and 33 - 36. Please refer to record of prosecution.
